ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAME 

’’EDWARDS” 

The  name  ’’Edwards’*  is  of  Saxon  origin.  The  first  syllable 
”Ed”  or  ”Ead”  meaning  ’’happy”  or  ’’blessed”,  and  the  second 
’’ward”  or  ’’weard”  meaning  ’’keeper”.  With  the  meaning  ’’happy 
protector”  it  can  be  readily  understood  why  Eadward  or  Edward 
has  been  the  most  popular  name  for  English  kings,  from  Eadward 
the  Elder  (son  of  Alfred  the  Great),  King  of  the  English  and 
Lord  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  (r.901  to  925  A.D.);  Eadward  the 
Martyr  (r. 975-979);  Eadward  the  Confessor  (r.  1042-1066); 

Edward  I,  the  first  English  King  of  the  new  line  (r .1272-130?) , 
to  Edward  VIII  in  recent  times. 

An  early  reference  to  the  name  used  as  a  surname  occurs 
in  the  ’’List  of  Taxpayers  under  the  Twentieth  of  1,  Edward  III” 
(P.R.O.E.  179,  107/13 .m.4d)  -  for  Essex,  A.D.  1327,  Colchester 
Borough,  namely: 

Joh’ne  Edward 

The  patronymic  forms,  Edwards  and  Edwardes,  obtained  by 
adding  ”s”  or  ”es”,  meaning  ’’son  of”,  are  common  in  Wales  and 
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other  parts  of  England*  These  variations  in  endings  and 
others  similar,  probably  came  about  in  early  days  due  to 
variations  and  corruptions  in  spelling  by  clerks  and  officials 
when  called  upon  to  record  the  names  of  persons  who  could 
instruct  them  in  the  exact  spelling  to  be  used,  .an  example  of 
this  is  cited  by  C  L,  Ev.'en  in  ”A  History  of  Surnames  in  the 
British  Isles”,  where  as  late  as  the  sixteenth  century  these 
variations  occurred  in  a  record: 

J#  Edwarde,  Edwardes,  Edwardis,  and  Edwardys, 

Finally,  some  literate  descendant  might  settle  upon  and  use 
a  particular  form  of  spelling,  to  have  it  perpetuated  by  his 
descendants  or,  perhaps,  changed  again. 

Now,  the  form  ’’Edwards”  is  practically  universal  in  America, 
but  ’’Edwardes”  also  occurs  in  the  British  Isles. 

E-iiRLY  ANCESTRY 

The  progenitors  of  ancestor  John  Edwards  (5-0),  who  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  been  born  in  England  and  have  come  to  America 
during  Revolutionary  times,  and  who  lived  in  Middletown,  Pa. 
in  1800  are  not  known,  and  can  probably  only  be  determined  by 
extensive  searching  in  English  and  American  records. 

If  the  family  tradition  of  his  English  birth  is  to  be 
accepted,  this  rules  out  any  lineal  connection  with  the  Middle- 
town,  Chester  (now  Delaware)  County,  Pa .  family  of  Edwards, 
descended  from  William  Edwards,  an  early  settler  who  died  there 
in  1716,  and  the  Edwards  family  descended  from  the  Rev.  Timothy 
Edwards  and  his  son  Johnathan  Edwards  of  Connecticut. 

JOHN  EDWARDS  (5-0).  b.  1749;  d.  Jan.  20,  1804. 

The  following  account  of  the  life  of  the  earliest  known 
ancestor,  John  Edwards  (5-0).  was  given  to  Mrs.  Bertha  (Edwards) 
McGeehan  by  Mr.  Henry  (Harry)  Hennossy  Edwards,  grandson  of 
John  Edwards  (5-0),  and  is  quoted  verbatim: 

’’John  Edwards  was  born  five  miles  from  London  on 
the  Yorkshire  Road  in  1749 «  His  father  carried  on 
the  business  of  a  Black  and  Whitesmithy,  was  also  a 
maker  of  Guns,  etc. 

His  parents  died  while  (John  Edwards)  was  in  his 
minority. 

The  estate  was  taken  charge  of,  by  his  Undo  Henry 
Baldwin,  whose  harsh  treatment  caused  him  to  leave  home, 
and  enlist  in  the  British  Army.  At  this  time  he  was 
eighteen  years  old,  and  was  six  feet  two  inches  high. 

On  account  of  his  size  he  was  placed  in  the  Kings  First. 

In  1770  he  was  sent  to  the  Colonies  in  America, 
with  the  Grenadiers.  Having  served  his  term  of  enlist- 
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ment,  he  desired  to  leave  the  British  service,  but  was 
detained  against  his  will  with  other  companions  who 
favored  the  act*  ‘nr.  of  the  Colonies,. 

Being  here  before  the  American  Revolution,  he 
understood  the  political  situation  and  sided  with  the 
Colonies . 

He,  and  oilier s  attempted  to  escape  to  tho  American 
Army,  on  three  occasions,  was  recaptured  each  time  with 
some  of  his  cmralus;  Not  being  deserters  they  could 
not  be  shot  but  ware  'Mashed7,  and  seme  died  from  the 
effects  of  the  whipping „ 

In  the  winter  of  ’1777,  John  Edwards  again  escaped, 
was . pursued  ay  tbe  Dragoons*  Ho  sought  a  hiding  place 
behind  a  partly  broken  down  fence,  it  being  dusk,  they 
passed  by,  VJuor.  dark,  he  made  his  way  to  the  Delaware 
River,  which  he  creased  marched  to  Valley  Forge  and 
gave  himself  up  to  General  Washington..  In  the  following 
year,  1778  „  he  was  at  rhe  Battle  of  Monmouth  which  he 
said  "was  tho  hottest  fight  he  was  ever  in?;  and  saw  men 
die  from  the  heat  and  exhaustion-,  He  served  i.n  the 
American  array  until  the  end  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
in  what  capacity,  I  do  not  know,  if  officer  or  private. 

When  Gen,  Washington  took  leave  of  the  Army,  he 
(John  Edwards)  said  ~  "If  anything  occurs  hereafter, 
you  can’  depend  on  mo  being  wn;h  youM  Which  promise 
he  kept,  when  the  Vi  Buckshot”  war  broke  out  in  1795  he 
enlisted  under  Washington  to  put  down  the  Whiskey 
Insurrection  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  (The  Buckshot 
War  was  what  my  Grandmother  called  the  Whiskey  insur¬ 
rection  in  1795-.) 

An  occurrence  worth  mentioning,  I  have  heard  my 
Grandmother  < Catherine  Buiford  Edwards)  relate,  happened 
while  John  Edwards  was  detained  in  the  British  Army,  was 
the. killing  of  Cole  Dunbar,  who  was  known  as  a  very 
strict  officer,  always  going  the  rounds  watching  tho 
sentinels,  especially  afoer  a  severe  march e 

John  Edwards  was  on  duty  as  a  sentinel  and  seeing 
a  white  object  move-  he  challenged  the  object,  receiving 
no  answer,  fired r  The  officer  of  the  Guard  cn  arriving 
at  the  post  inquired  as  to  the  firing*  He  replied,  "I 
have  shot  something  over  there  in  the  bush.,”  On  Inves¬ 
tigation,  they  found  that  he  had  shot  Col,  Dunbar,  (The 
white  object  was  his  ruffled  shirt.) 

They  placed  John  Edwards  under  arrest  and  he  was 
to  be  court -mar trailed  the  next  day.  Col.  Dunbar  on 
hearing  of  it  ordered  his  release  and  said,  »Mt  was 
my  own  fault,  I  should  have  answered  the  challenge, 
and  Edwards  has  only  done  his  duty  as  a  soldier,”  Col. 
Dunbar  died  from  tho  effects  of  the  wound  -  •’ 
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Revolutionary  soldiers  by  the  name  of  John  Edwards 
are  listed  in  the  senna.  ;  rchivos  as  having  served  from  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  However,  it  is  net  nou  certain  which  cf  the  various 
persons  listed  is  this  ancestor. 

John  Edwards  'was  married  on  Jan.  11,  1794  to  Catherine 
Byford,  by  A.  Musgrave,  llsqr. ,  in  .'/as tclies ter,  Chester  Co.,  Pa., 
according  to  the  family  records,  and  had  five  children.  The 
church  affiliations  of  John  Edwards  and  his  wife  are  not 
known,  although,  it  is  believed  they  were  Protestants.  This  is 
based  on  the  fact  that,  while  several  cf  their  children  were 
baptized  in  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church  in  Philadelphia,  the 
parents  of  the  children  baptized  were  stated  to  be  ’’non-cath¬ 
olics".  Catherine  (Byford)  Edwards,  (later  Catherine  Campbell 
by  a  second  marriage}  was  probably  a  member  of  the  Ebenczer 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  in  the  records  of  the  Burying 
Ground  at  Southwark,  Philadelphia,  of  that  church,  Elizabeth 
Stand  if fc  and  Catherine  Campbell  are  listed,  April  12,  1024, 
as  East  Side  Adult  Members,  owning  Grave  28,  Row  6. 

John  Edwards,  died  Jun.  20,  1004,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Hollins  Cemetery,  100  shippon  St.,  Phi ladelphia ,  and  may  bo 
the  "John  Edwards,  Mariner",  for  whose  estate  letters  of 
administration  wore  granted  to  Catherine  Edwards  on  Dec.  7, 


1805.  There  is  also.

Catharine  Byford  (or  possibly  Bedford)  was  born  in  1764 
according  to  family  records.  Her  parentage  is  net  known. x 
It  is  said  that  she  lived  at  a  place  from  which  the  Battle 
of  Brsnd3rwinc  could  bo  seen,  and  after  the  battle  she  lost 
a  finger  as  a  result  cf  picking  up  an  explosive.  After  the 
death  of  her  first  husband,  Joan  Edwards,  in  1.804,  she  was 
married,  July  6,  1806  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Turner  (Presbyterian?) 
to  Alexander  Campbell,  (who  was  born  in  1764},  and  had  one 
child,  a  daughter  named  Matilda. 

In  the  Phila.  Re go s try  of  Deeds,  MR3,p p.98,  Jun. 1,1812, 
is  recorded  a  deed  from  Alexander  Morrison  find  wife  Mary,  of 
Southwark  District,  house-carpenter ,  to  Catherine  Edwards  of 
the  same  place,  for  consideration  of  a  years  rent  of  5  shil¬ 
lings,  ground  on  South  side  of  cue  an  St.,  at  a  distance-  of 
about  71  feet  East  from  the  East  side  of  Delaware  6th,  contin 
uing  in  the  front  on  said  Puoen  St.  16  feet,  and.  in  rear  of 
said  lot,  about  18  feet  1  inch,  and  on  west  43  feet  9  inches.

In  April  1944,  the  writer  was  appointed  Commanding 
Officer,  Enemy  Equipment  Intelligence  Service,  and  alerted 
for  overseas  service.  There  followed  a  period  of  intensive 
training  of  the  intelligence  unit  at  the  Eastern  Signal  Corps 
Unit  Training  Center,  Comp  Charles  Hood,  Fort  Monmouth,  N.J. 
end  at  Camp  Edison,  Sea  Girt,  N.J.,  and  a  period  of  several 
weeks  training  at  the  Military  Intelligence  Training  Center 
at  Camp  Ritchie,  IvTd.,  not  far  from  7/aynesboro,  Pa.,  and  at 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  at  Washington,  D.C. 

Briefly,  the  mission  of  the  Enemy  Eouipment  Intelligence 
Service  Unit  was  to: 

1- Capture,  secure,  evacuate,  and  classify  as  to  utility 
and  military  intelligence  value,  all  enemy  ground 
signal  equipment  and  documents,  and  interrogate 
prisoners  of  war  relating  to  such  matters.  The 
ground  signal  equipment  included  radar,  radio,  radio 
direction  finding  equipment,  decimeter  wave  length 
multi-channel  beamed  radio  communication  equipment, 
radio  controlled  missiles,  rockets,  proximity  fuses, 
infra-red  signalling  and  communication  equipment, 
photographic  equipment,  and  miscellaneous  communica¬ 
tion  equipment. 

2- Prepsre  technical  and  field  reports  based  on  labora¬ 
tory  tests  made  in  a  field  laboratory,  and  trans¬ 
lations  of  captured  documents,  of  the  items  having 
most  Importance  from  a  technical  intelligence  stand¬ 
point. 

This  mission  was  performed  for  the  entire  Army  to 
which  the  unit  was  attached,  including  its  component  Corps, 
Division  and  other  units  of  the  Army. 

On  Jul.  8,  '1944,  the  writerfs  Detachment  No,  10,  was 
ordered  to  the  Now  York  Aerial  Port  of  Embarkation  "for 
the  accomplishment  of  an  emergency  war  mission"  and  left 
by  air  from  La  Guardia  Field,  Long  Island,  N.Y.  on  Jul. 

12,  via  Stephensville ,  Newfoundland,  and  Prestwick,  Scotland, 
arriving  in  London,  England  on  July  14.  On  Jul.  15,  the 
writer  was  assigned  to  Headquarters,  European  Theater  of 
Operations,  United  States  Army  (ETOUSA) ?  for  duty  with 
Signal  Section,  and  placed  on  detached  service  with 
Headquarters,  First  U  S  Army  Group  ( FUSAG ) ,  (shortly  there¬ 
after  being  renamed  as  Twelfth  Army  Group) ,  for  duty  with 
Signal  Section. 

During  the  next  two  weeks,  the  unit,  working  from  EUSAG 
Headquarters  in  Brians ton  Square,  London,  was  assembling 
equipment  from  depots  in  various  cities  in  England,  and 
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in  completing  the  training  and  organization,  during  which 
time  the  V*-l  “Buzz -bomb"  attacks  on  London  were  at  their  height. 
The  writer  was  billeted  in  the  Cumberland  Hotel,  at  Marble 
Arch,  adjacent  to  Hyde  Park,  London,  and  messed  at  Grosvenor 
House. 

On  Jul.26,  1944,  the  unit,  now  designated  as  PEIS  //10, 
was  attached  to  HQ,  First  US  Army.  It  was  ordered  to  Walling¬ 
ford,  on  the  Thames  about  fifty  miles  from  London  for  a  short 
period  of  training  in  handling  enemy  mines  and  "booby-traps", 
in  the  Engineers  Bridge  and  Mine  School.  Upon  returning  to 
London  on  Aug.  1,  the  unit  was  alerted  for  the  "lift"  to  the 
Continent,  with  HQ,  Twelfth  Axmy  Croup,  and  proceeded  on 
Aug.  7,  to  the  Southampton  Marshalling  Area ,  and  embarked  on 
a  Liberty  ship  on  Aug.  8,  landing  at  "Omaha"  Beach,  near 
Trevierres,  Normandy,  France  on  Aug .  10.  The  unit  reported 
to  HQ,  Twelfth  Army  Group  on  Aug.  10  at  Perriers,  Normandy, 
France,  and  to  HO.,  First  US  Army,  on  Aug.  11,  1944,  near 
Canisy,  Normandy,  for  attachment. 

From  the  time  of  attachment  to  Tin,  First  US  Army,  the 
writer  served  os  Assistant  Signal  Officer,  Signal  Section, 

HQ,  First  US  Array,  under  Colonel  Grant  Williams,  Signal  Officer, 
on  the  Special  Staff  of  Lt.  General  Courtney  N.  Hodges,  and 
was  in  charge  of  Enemy  Equipment  Intelligence  Service,  and 
Commanding  Officer,  of  Enemy  Equipment  Intelligence  Service 
Detachment  10. 

The  following  is  a  brief  tabulation  of  the  movement  of 
the  HQ  to  which  the  unit  was  attached  during  the  period  of 


hostilities:

GENERAL 


The  derivation  of  the  name  Lemly  has  had  several  expla¬ 
nations.  One,  given  by  Mr.  Harry  A.  Defferrai,  Ph.D.,  a  writer 
tot  the  Washington  Post,  in  a  letter  dated  June  1,  1931,  to 
Captain  Frederick  Henry  Lemly,  Supply  Corps,  U,  3.  Naval  Reserve, 
is  as  follows?  ”1  do  not  find  the  name  ” Lemly”  in  any  of  the 
records  at  my  disposal.  However,  it  is  my  opinion  that  It  is  a 
variation  of  the  &eman' ”Laemmle” ,  HLaemmlew  is  a  double  dim¬ 
inutive  of  ”Landoberht”,  an  old  Germanic  personal  name  meaning 
n famous  land.”  However,  it  is  not  impossible  that  wLemley'‘ 
should  be  a  corruption  of  the  English  ”Lamleyw  meaning  ”the 
lamb-meadow”,  i.e.  the  meadow  frequented  by  lambs.” 


Another  somewhat  different  explanation  was  contained  in  a 
letter  dated  March  29,  1908  to  Miss  Bessie  Lemly  •‘from  her  cousin

"Jacob"  named  in  the  will  of  George  Li  Lily  ( or  .Ramble  yd  dated 
Dec.  28,  1769*  If  Joseph,  the  oldest  son  ?;as  not  of*  full  age 
(presumably  21  years)  then  Jacob,  probably  the  next  oldest 
living  son,  would  have  been  born  loss  than  20  years  before 
1769,  or  after  1749,  This,  of  course,  is  not  consistent  with 
his  1 eputed  birth  date  of  "1740  or  earlier" «  However,  in  tho 
absence  of  further  information,  there  is  the  possibility  that 
this  Georg©  Linly  is  the  father  of  Jacob  Lemly  (6-32). 

3.  The  John  Lemly  of  George  Limly* s  will  could  not  be 
the  Johannes  Lemly  in  Winchester  in  1764  since  he  would  have 
been  born  after  1752,  if  he  was  George:s  fifth  oldest  son.

It  is  not  likely  ho  was  George  Dimly1  s  father.;  as  this  is  in¬ 
consistent  with  his  being  a  plaintiff  in  Winchester,  Va.  from 
1755  till  his  death  in  1?84.  Also,  jn  addition  to  hie  having 
died  fifteen  years  later  than  George,  nene  of  Goorge!s 
children  are  mentioned  in  John?s  w:L,  1,  even  though  it  appears 
that  Joseph,  Phillip,  Henry  and  John  may  have  survived  until 
after  1790  or  1793*  There  of  course  remains  the  possibility 
of  George  and  John  being  brothers  or  some  more  distant  rela¬ 
tives.  Also,  the  Georgo  Lemley  of  Pennsylvania,  heir  of 
John  Lemly  appears  to  have  boon  in  Penna-  from  1779,  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  and  then  in  Washington  Co.,  Pa*,  in  1783  or  there¬ 
abouts  until  his  death  in  1813,  and  not  one  of  the  North 
Carolina  settlers.

Jacob  Hopple  (5-8)  son  of  Jacob  and  Rebekah  (Nicargue)  Hopple, 
was  born  1785,  according  to  his  tombstone  inscription  at  the  Beula 
Evangelical  Baptist  Church,  Russelville,  Upper  Oxford  Twp, ,  Chester 
Co.,  Pa. 

Jacob  Hopple  and  his  wife  Margaret  had  letters  of  dismission 
from  the  Baptist  Church  of  Christ  at  London  Tract,  in  order  to  form 
a  new  church,  the  Beula  Evangelical  Baptist  Church.  (see  App.

Sandy  Hook,  Md. 

Division  Hospital  July  23±1264 

My  Darling  Wife 

I  am  going  to  try  to  write  to  you  again  and  hope  that  I 
will  soon  hear  from  you  soon.  This  place  Is  directly  opposite 
Harpers  Ferry.  .  I  arrived  here  yesterday  from  (Ashby’s  Gap)  at 
which  place  we  had  a  severe  Battle  on  Monday- Tuesday  in  which 
engagement  we  lost  all  the  men  of  our  regiment  but  one  hundred 
fifty  men  (150)  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing.  Our  division 
(Gen  Duffae)  left  Ashbys  Gap  (or  Paris)  on  Wednesday  night  at  which 
place  our  Division  Surgeon  wished  to  leave  me  to  be  captured  with 
some  dozen  of  our  wounded  soldiers  but  I  kicked  so  against  that  he 
sent  me  here  in  charge  of  the  wounded  of  our  division,  and  I  am  a 
going  to  stay  here  as  long  as  I  can  do  so.  If  I  can  do  it  I  will 
stay  here  until  winter.  I  have  been  in  the  following  battles: 

Battle  of  New  Market  15th  &  16th  of  May  -  escaped  unharmed. 

Battle  of  Piedmont  -  June  5th  -  Horse  shot  under  me  -  not 
injured  myself. 

Fight  at  Lexington  -  June  12th  -  uninjured. 

Battle  of  Lynchburg  -  June  18th  &  19th  -  Wounded  by  a  musket 
ball  but  not  hurt. 

Battle  at  Snickers  Ford  -  or  Gap  -  July  18th  -  uninjured 

Battle  of  Ashby’s  Gap  -  July  19th  &  20th,  *64  -  Uninjured  - 
Horse  gone  &  I  am  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  wounded  of 
Duffaes  Division  at  the  division  hospital. 

I  am  myself  as  well  as  can  be  expected.  We  have  traveled 
over  three  thousand  miles  by  rail  road  &.  on  horse  back  (mostly  on 
our  horses)  since  the  first  of  April  &.  continually  fighting  the 
rebels  at  some  point  or  other.  But  I  do  not  think  that  I  will  have 
any  more  fighting  to  do  for  some  time  again.  Indeed,  I  think  I 
will  be  home  before  I  have  any  more  fighting  to  do  -  if  our 
Unworthy  Paymaster  ever  gets  to  us  —  he  moves  like  a  snail  never 
trying  to  catch  us.  I  must  not  skip  my  bedtime.  For  the  present 
I  have  to  go  over  to  Harpers  Ferry  this  afternoon  on  some  business 
for  the  wounded.

GENERAL 


Zug  is  an  ancient  name  in  Switzerland.  It  is  the  name  of 
the  smallest  of  the  Swiss  cantons.  Its  capital  is  Zug,  at  the  north¬ 
east  corner  of  the  Lake  of  Zug.  The  town  of  Zug  is  so  ancient  that 
its  origin  is  past  record.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been  one  of  the 
towns  destroyed  by  the  Helvetian  inhabitants  mentioned  in  Caesar's 
Commentaries.  On  the  4th  of  March  in  1435*  in  that  part  of  Zug 
nearest  the  lake,  a  frightful  noise  was  heard,  succeeded  by  the  total 
disappearance  of  two  streets  with  part  of  the  town  hall,  which  sank 
into  the  lake.  In  1594,  a  similar  calamity  occurred  and  in  1795  a 
great  jbart  of  the  town  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
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Hans  Zougg  (8-32) 

Hans  Zougg*  or  Zaug,  of  Switzerland,  was  a  Mennonite 
preacher.  Ho  was  incarcerated  in  1659  in  the  Department  of  Borne, 
Switzerland,  with  six  teachers  and  elders  of  the  same  faith,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Zuinglian  Reformed  Church.  They  determined 
to  lay  hands  on  them  and  especially  on  the  pastors  and  elders  of 
the  church  in  order  thereby  to  excite  greater  terror  among  the 
innocent  members  of  the  scattered  fold  of  Christ.  Seven  of  tho 
teachers  and  leading  elders  of  tho  church  were  arrested  and  assigned 
to  distinct  prisons,  namely,  Uly  Baumgarten,  Anthony  Hinnelberg, 
Jegly  Schlebach,  Hans  Zaug.  Uly  Baumgaortner,  Christian  Christians*, 
and  Rhode  Peters.  They  were  kept  for  some  time  at  very  hard  labor, 
and  supplied  with  bad  food-spelt  and  rye-to  save  cost.  Besides 
this,  they  were  greatly  reviled,  scorned  and  calumniated  on  account 
of  their  religious  faith.  It  was  at  first  asserted  that  they  should 
be  kept  in  this  manner  for  life,  to  which  fate  they  had  surrendered 
themselves  in  patience  and  resigned  themselves  to  the  grace  of. God, 
but  when  it  was  ascertained  that  such  measures  had  not  the* desired 
effect  of  shaking  these  people  in  their  faith  and  religion,  they 
fixed  upon  another  plan  in  Council  in  Berne,  namely,  that  they 
should  choose  one  of  the  following  conditions:  first,  to  go  with 
them  to  church,  or,  second,  to  be  perpetually  consigned  to  the 
galleys  as  slaves,  or  third,  to  die  by  the  hands  of  the  executioner, 
A  hard  choice,  indeed,  for  the  first  concerns  the  soul,  and  the 
last  two  the  body.  They  remained  incarcerated  until,  in  December, 
A.D.  16?1,  when  the  States  General,  and  a  certain  Regent  of  the 
cities  of  Notherland  and  Holland  petitioned  the  lords  and  Council 
at  Berne,  Switzerland,  for  the  liberation  of  the  prisoners.  They 
were  liberated  on  the  condition,  namely,  that  they  should  leave 
the  country  and^not  return  without  special  permission.

When  Lord  Beatus,  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  observed  the  resolution 
of  the  Council  at  Berne,  he  was  excited  to  compassion  and  wont  to 
the  authorities  and  requested  them  to  delay  the  transportation  of 
the  prisoners  until  he  would  go  to  the  members  of  their  society  in 
Alsace,  France,  and  ascertain  whether  they  would  bail  the  prisoners, 
for  the  performance  of  the  condition,  namely,  that  they  would  leave 
the  country  and  not  return  without  special  permission.  Their 
friends  in  Alsace  immediately  accepted*  the  condition  and  made  the 
engagement  with  Lord  Beatus  in  writing,  whereupon  he  promised  on 
his  part  to  exert  the  utmost  of  his  influence  with  tho  authorities 
at  Berne  in  the  expectation  that  he  would  prevail  on  them  to 
deliver  the  prisoners  to  Basle  to  their  friends,  and  that  they 
would  obtain  a  residence  for  them  in  other  countries. 
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They  were  all  released  upon  the  request  of  Lord  Beatus  and 
conveyed  to  Basle  and  there  delivered  to  their  brethern  end 
friends,  with  whom  they  departed  to  the  Department  of  Doerm- 
stein  in  Germany*  Mosheim  soys  that  the  Mennonites,  after  hav¬ 
ing  been  in  a  long  uncertain  and  precarious  situation,  obtain¬ 
ed  a  fixed  and  unmolested  settlement  in  the  united  province  of 
Holland,  Europe ,  under  the  shadow  of  o  legal  toleration,  pro¬ 
cured  for  them  by  William, Prince  of  Orange,  the  glorious  founder 
of  the  Belgic  liberty.  This  illustrious  chief,  who  acted  from 
principle  in  allowing  liberty  of  conscience  and  worship  to 
Christians  of  different  denominations,  was  moreover  engaged 
by  gratitude  to  favor  the  Mennonites,  who  had  assisted  him 
in  the  year  A.D.  1672  with  a  comfortable  sum  of  money  when  his 
coffers  were  almost  exhausted. 

It  is  said  that  early  family  records  state  that  Hans 
Zougg  was  the  father  of  Ulrich  and  peter  who  came  to  America  in 
1727  from  about  Lake  Zug  in  Switzerland.  However,  from  the  dates 
of  Hans  Zoug’s  imprisonment  and  the  date  of  Peter  Zug’s  arrival 
in  America  it  seems  more  likely  that  he  was  a  lineal  descend¬ 
ant  rather  than  a  son.  Another  relationship  is  given  by 
Hortzler,  namely,  that  Peter  Zug, George  Zeug  and  Ulric  Zug  were 
all  first  cousins;  and  that  they  were  first  cousins  of  Johannes 
Zug,  Moritz  Zug,  and  Christian  Zug,  who  were  brothers. 

Christian  Zug,  by  tradition  was  the  son  of  John  Zug,  who  was 
the  lineal  descendant  of  Hans  Zoug.  He  was  supposed  to  have  been 
born  of  Swiss  parents  in  the  vicinity  of  Darmstadt,  Germany. 
Everts  in  his  History  of  Chester  Co.,  Pa.  states  that  Moritz 
Zug  was  the  son  of  Peter. 

Going  back  to  Hans  Zougg,  records  from  Switzerland 
show  that  in  1659  an  Anabaptist  preacher  Hans  Zougg  was  im¬ 
prisoned  in  Berne.  Ee  was  from  Signau(a  paris^  oi  the  IDTimantal) 
and  dwelt  on  an  estate  called  MAuf  clem  Grat".  The  Mirror, 

Berne, Switzerland, page  102, year  1659, "This  year  seven  of  the 
teachers  and  principal  elders  of  the  church  wore  apprehended 
for  whom  special  prisons  were  prepared.  Hans  Zougg  was  one  of 
the  seven."  Muller,  a  Swiss  writer,  in  1660  tells  that  in  the 
beginning  of  that  year,  the  Holland  committee  on  Memnonite 
belief  in  Switzerland  found  a  considerable  number  of  Bnrnenthal 
Mennonites  in  Berne  jails, one  being  Hons  Zougg,  of  Signau. 

Muller  also  states  on  page  106,191,  the  some  list  having  been 
banished  from  Berne  and  taken  to  Burg,  Holland, 

In  The  Biographical  Annals  of  Lancaster  Co.  Penna . , 

ISD  Lone.  Co.  published  in  1903,  in  a  brigraphicol  article 
on  J.  Gust  Zook,  a  descendant  of  Moritz  Zug  and  a  brother  to 
Mary  Ann  Zook,  it  is  stated  that  Moritz  Zug  was  a  grandson 
of  Hans  Zug,  on  elder  in  the  Mennonite  Church  at  Berne,  when 
he  in  1659  was  imprisoned.

near  Germantown,  in  Philadelphia ,  Peter  is  said  to  have 
brought  with  him  a  family  Bible  published  in  1589,  which 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society. 

Moritz  Zug  (Zook)  6-8 

Moritz,  said  to  be  o  son  of  Peter,  was  believed 
to  have  been  named  after  Maurice  of  Nassau  ns  a  token  of 
gratitude  for  the  kindness  he  manifested  to  the  Zug 
ancestors  nnd  others  who  were  imprisoned  from  1659-1671 
in  Switzerland.  .Moritz  emigrated  from  Canton,  Switzerland, 
with  his  brothers  Christian  and  Johannes,  coming  on  the 
Ship,  .Francis  and  Elizabeth,  Sept.  PI,  1742  from  Rotterdam, 
Holland.  Moritz  first  settled  in  Berne  Township,  now  Centre 
Township,  Berks  Co.,  pn.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Schuykill 
River  between  Irish  Creek  and  North  Kill.  He  was  listed  in 
the  tax  lists  for  this  township  in  1758,  1759  and  1760,  but 
in  1770  located  near  the  25th  mile  stone  on  Lancaster  Turn¬ 
pike  in  West  Whiteland  Township,  Chester  Co.,  where  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Many  deeds  are  recorded 
in  his  name,  in  this  period.  He  bought  of  John  Morris  in  1775, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land  in  West  Whiteland,  Chester 
Co.,  Pa.,  and  deeded  to  his  son,  Henry,  64  3/4  acres  of  the 
same  land  at  a  price  of  275  pds.  In  1784  he  deeded  to  his  son 
Jacob,  one  hundred  and  four  acres  of  land  in  West  Whiteland ,  the 
price  being  980  pds.  All  of  Moritz^  children  were  born  in 
Berk*  s  Co.  As  early  as  1771  his  name  is  given  as  "Zook"  in 
deeds. 


His  home,  probably,  still  in  the  Zook  family  was 
originally  built  by  a  Welshman  named  Owens  in  1750.  The 
oldest  part  w as  -built  of  hil'ls  t one  and  had  thick  walls ,  low 
ceilings  and  corner  chimneys.  It  is  said  that  additions  have 
been  made  at  different  times  to  both  ends  of  the  original 
buildings,  but  no  rooms  in  the  house  arc  more  comfortable 
than  those  which  date  back  to  1750.  In  1770  the  house  was 
purchased  by  Moritz.  In  the  time  of  Moritz  the  British  Army 
passed  the  house  committing  some  ravages.

Abraham  was  the  sixth  child  of  Moritz  Zug  end  tics  born 
the  1st  month  of  1761  in  Berk’s  Co.  He  married  Maria  Kurtz 
(5-5)  who  ues  b.  Aug.  21,  1767;  d.  June  17,  1811,  the  daughter 
of  Abraham  and  Barbara  (Bollinger)  Zu  Kurtz.  In  1808  or  1809 
he  removed  to  Bast  Lampeter  Township  where  he  died  Sept.  19, 
1826,  aged  66.  He  was  buried  in  Lancaster  Cemetery.  Abraham 
Zug’ s  administration  papers  are  at  West  Chester,  Chester 
Co.  Letters  of  administration  were  granted  on  his  estate  to 
David  Zook,  Nov-.  5,  1826.  It  was  during  Abraham ’ s  lifetime 
that  the  name  was  changed  from  Zug  to  Zook. 

His  name  appeared  on  a  deed  as  of  West  Whiteland  Township 
in  1790,  on  the  Rap  ho  Township,  Lancaster  Co.,  tax  lists  from 
1797  to  1806,  on  a  deed  as  of  West  Whiteland  in  1809,  and  in 
Lampeter  in  1810-1812,  and  in  1816,  1817,  and  1819  in  the  same 
Township  on  deeds,  fie  appears  as  a  ’’Subscriber”  of  the  ’’Society 
of  Amists”  in  a  deed  dated  1792.  What  may  be  his  name  appears 
in  the  record  of  Ca.pt.  Wm.  Harris’s  company  for  Chester  Co.,  as 
a  private,.  1st  class  in  1780  to  1782,  listed  as  ’’Abram  Saok”.

Tradition  says 
Moritz  Zug  was  rianed  after  Mourice  of  Nassau  as  a  token  of 
gratitude  for  the  kindness  he  manifested  to  the  Zug  ancest¬ 
ors  and  other  Ilcnnonites  when  imprisoned  in  1659  to  Dec. 1671 
for  their  religious  faith  in  Switzerland.

Joseph  Zug  arrived  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Aug. 
15,1750,  in  the  ship  Royal  Union,  Clement  Ni cholson, Master , 
from  Rotterdam,  Holland,  last  from  Cowes. 

Jacob  Zuch  arrived  in  Philadelphia,  Sept. 30th, 
1754  in  the  ship  Richard  and  Mary,  John  Moore,  Master, 
from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes. 

All  the  autographs  of  the  above  Zugs  were  written 
when  they  declared  their  fealty  to  the  province  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  the  Ming  of  Great  Britain  and  his  succ essors , and 
are  variously  spelled.  Zug  is  an  ancient  name  in  Switzerland. 
The  town  contains  three  thousand  inhabitants.  &n  the  4th 
of  March,  in  1435,  in  that  part  of  the  town  of  Zug  nearest 
to  the  lake  a  frightful  noise  was  heard  succeeded  by  the 
total  disappearance  of  two  streets  with  part  of  the  town 
hall  which  sank  into  the  lake.  In  1594  a  similar  calamity 
occurred  and  in  1795  a  great  part  of  the  town  was  des¬ 
troyed  by  fire.  Zug  is  so  ancient  that  its  origin  is  past 
record.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been  one  of  the  towns  des¬ 
troyed  by  the  Helvetian  inhabitants  mentioned  in  Caesar’s 
Commentaries .See  page  260of  Coghlan’s  hand  book  of  Central 
Europe.

Ulrich 
settled  near  Elizabethtown,  Lancaster  Co.  and  Peter 
near  Germantown.  Peter  brought  with  him.  a  faaily 
Bible,  published  in  Zurich  in  1589  and  is  still  in 
the  family. 

In  1770  Moritz,  son  of  Peter  bought  prop¬ 
erty  in  West  Whit eland  Township,  Chester  Co, .  home 
now  owned  by  his  descendant,  Jacob  M.  Zook.  (From 
History  of  Chester  Co.  by  Everts  p.781.) 

Moritz  first  settled  in  Berks  Co.  in 
New  Center  Township,  but  later  moved  to  Chester  Co. 
where  he  lived  and  died.  Had  five  sons,  John, 

Christian,  Henry,  Abraham  and  Jacob.  Abraham  lived 
and  died  in  Lancaster  County. 

Records  frcni  Switzerland  show  that  in  1659 
an  Anabaptist  preacher  Hans  Zougg  was  imprisoned  in 
Berne.  He  was  from  Signau  (  a  parish  of  the  BnmantalJ 
and  dwelt  on  an  estate  called  ”Auf  dem  Grat" ♦ 

The  Mirror,  Berne,  Switzerland,  P.102- 
yeer  1659 -"-This  year  seven  of  the  teachers  and  prin¬ 
cipal  elders  of  the  church  were  apprehended  for  whom 
special  prisons  were  prepared.  Hans  Zaug  w as  one  of 
the  seven. 

Muller,  a  Swiss  writer,  in  1660  tells  that 
in  the  beginning  of  that  year,  the  Holland  committee 
on  Mennonite  belief  in  Switzerland  found  a  considerable 
number  of  Bnmenthal  Kennonites  in  Berne  jails,  one 
being  Hans  Zougg,  of  Signau. 

Muller  also  states  on  pago  106,191  the  same 
list  having  been  banished  from  Berne  and  taken  to  Burg, 
Holland.

Moritz  Zug  and  his  brothers  Christian  and 
Johannes  emigrated  from  Canton,  Switzerland  on  the  ship 
Francis  and  Elizabeth,  Sept.  21,  1742.  (See  Geiman  Pioneers- 
3  vols.)  Moritz  first  settled  in  Berks  Co,, Pa.  end  located 
near  the  tw'en ty-fifth  mile  stone  on  Lancaster  Turnpike  in 
West  Whiteland  Township,  Chester  Co.  where  he  passed  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  Tradition  says  Moritz  was  named 
after  Maurice  of  Nassau  as  a  token  of  gratitude  for  the 
kindness  he  manifested  to  the  Zug  ancestors  and  others 
who  were  imprisoned  from  1659  to  1671  in  Switzerland. 

All  of  Moritz’s  children  were  bom  in  Berk’s  County. 

Abraham,  his  sixth  child,  born  Jan,  1761, 

Berks  Co,  d.  Sept.  19,  1826,  married  Mario  Kurtz,  b, 

Aug.  21,1767  d.  June  17,1811.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Abrahdm  and  Barbara( Bollinger )  Zu  Kurtz.  In  1808,  he  re¬ 
moved  to  East  Lampeter  Township,  where  he  died.  Abraham 
Zug’s  administration  papers  are  at  West  Chester,  Chester

GENERAL 


The  name  MStonemetzw  is  probably  a  modification  of  "Steinmetz" . 
It  hhs  been  said  that  an  early  ancestor  came  in  1720  or  thereabouts 
from  Holland.  Many  "Stonemetz”  are  listed  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Archives  and  in  early  Pennsylvania  wills  and  deeds,  so  it  is  very 
likely  the  known  Stonemetz  ancestors  are  descended  from  and  may 
eventually  be  traced  to  the  earlier  Stonemetz  in  Philadelphia. 
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Henry  Steinmetz  (Stonemetz) (6-24) ;  b,17 — :  d.  Nov.  1821 

Although  there  are  records  In  the  Penna.  Archives,  3rd 
Series,  Vol.  XIV,  pages  110  and  392,  of  a  Henry  Stonemetz  being 
taxed  in  Northern  Liberties,  City  of  Phila.,  in  1769  and  in  City 
of  Phila, ,  In  1774,  it  is  believed  that  the  following  reference 
is  more  likely  to  pertain  to  our  Henry  Steinmetz :

Henry  Stonemetz  is  listed  in  Tredyffrin  Twp,  as  a  freeman 
in  1779  and  i.780,  and  in -Coventry  Twp.  as:  freeman  in  1781  and 
1782;  inmate  1783  to  1793;  and  miller,  Inmate  1796  to  1799. 

Penna.  Census,  1790,  p.  61,  Chester  Co.,  Coventry  Township; 
Stonemetz.  Henry  -  Free  white  males  of  16  yrs.  and  upwards, 
Including  heads  of  families  -  1;  free  white  males  under  16  yrs. 
of  age  -  2;  free  white  females  including  heads  of  families  -  1; 
others  -  0;  slaves  -  0. 

Henry  Stonemetz  married  Catharine  Dauenhowe,  daughter  of 
Godfrey  Dauenhowe,  born  about  1754  as  evidenced  by  the  will  of 
Godfrey  Dauenhowe  (See  Dauenhowe  Family  NO.  6-25  of  these  Notes). 
He  was  a  miller  in  Coventry  Twp.,  as  shown  by  deeds  in  1805,

In  deeds  of  1863  (See  App.  J,  K  and  L)  he  is  listed  as  a 
farmer  of  Pottstown,  Montgomery  Co,,  and  in  letters  of  adminis¬ 
tration  in  1863  (See  App,  M)  as  a  carpenter  of  North  Coventry 
Township,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.  However,  as  the  witnesses  to  the 
deed  (See  App.  L)  were  Isaac  Stonemetz  and  John  Y.  Fritz,  and  the 
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same  persons  were  granted  Letters  of  Administration,  it  is 
certain  that  they  refer  to  the  same  person.  Also,  North  Coventry 
Itop.,  Chester  Co.,  is  separated  from  Pottstown,  Montgomery  Co., 
only  by  the  Schykill  River.

Daniel  Stonemetz,  Jr.,  appears  in  deeds  in  Philadelphia  in 
1849  (See  App.  G)  and  1850  (App.  H)  as  a  clerk,  of  the  District 

of  Spring  Garden,  In  1852  (App,  I)  it  appears  that  he  purchased 

land  for  or  adjoining  the  house  at  1000  North  6th  St.,  in  which 
he  lived  and  his  family  was  raised.  His  father  apparently 
purchased  land  on  the  same  street  in  1855  at  Sheriff’s  sale, 

which  was  sold  in  the  year  of  his  father’s  death  in  1863. 

In  1863  his  father  sold  a  piece  of  ground  on  the  same  street, 
with  a  three  story  brick  building  on  it,  to  Daniel,  Jr.,  for 
13500.00  which  was  probably  the  land  he  purchased  at  Sheriff’s 
sale  in  1855.  (See  App.  K)  Daniel,  Jr.,  is  listed  as  a  salesman 
in  this  deed.  His  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Blanche  (Hopple)  Jacoby, 
stated  that  he  was  connected  with  a  wholesale  dry  goods  firm  in 
Philadelphia. 

A  Daniel  Stonemetz  in  1867  was  named  as  a  soap  manufacturer 
in  a  deed  purchasing  more  property  in  the  same  locality.  (See 
App.  0) 

Daniel  Stonemetz  was  buried  in  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery,  27th 
&  Diamond  Sts.,  Phila.,  Pa.,  in  Lot  1,  Section  K.  (The  owner  of 
the  lot  in  the  1930’ s  was  Samuel  Cook.)  Daniel  Stonemetz  was 
buried  Dec.  17,  1892,  ae  83.  Sarah  (Neff)  Stonemetz,  of  242 
Zeralda  St.,  Phila.,  Pa.,  died  Aug.  20,  1902,  and  was  buried 
Aug.  23,  1902,  ae  78,  in  Lot  2.  This  would  make  her  birth  year 
about  1824,  but  her  1850  Census  record  would  make  it  about  1818, 
which  is  probably  more  nearly  correct.

GENERAL 

The  following  is  taken  almost  entirely  from  ’’Archibald 
Steele  and  His  Descendants’*  by  Newton  Chambers  Steele,  M.D., 

The  Macgowan  &  Cooke  Co.,  Chattanooga,  Term.  1900,  inasmuch 
as  that  genealogy  contains  all  the  Steele  ancestors,  as  well 
as  the  Lemly*  s  listed  above. 

Wherever  possible  the  form  of  presentation  of  the  material 
used  in  the  book  is  retained.  However,  since  only  a  single 
line  is  being  traced,,  it  is  simpler  to  use  the  Ancestral  Numbers 
as  in  the  other  parts  of  these  Notes,  but  with  adequate  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  presentation  in  the  book,  rather  than  the  family 
numbers  of  the  book. 

TAKEN  FROM  CHAPTER  I  -  HISTORICAL  SKETCH  AND  OTHER  ITEMS 

”...  Archibald  the  First,  or  Archibald  Steele  the  First. 

His  tombstone  in  the  cemetery  of  Bethesda  Churoh,  York  County, 
S.C.,  says  he  died  October  28th,  1805,  age  77.  This  would  put 
his  birth  in  1728  almost  certainly*” 
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"Entirely  trustworthy  family  tradition  makes  it  clear 
that  Archibald  Steele  the  First,  immigrated  to  America  from 
Ireland.  There  are  some  indications  that  he  went  to  Ireland 
from  England,  The  probabilities  seem  to  be  that  he  was  born 
in  Scotland,  or  of  Scotch  parents  in  England,  and  that  when 
he  became  a  man  he  went  to  Ireland.  An  old  family  record 
says  that  he  married  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  tradition  has  it 
that  his  wife  was  a  Scotch-Irish  woman.  His  wife's  given  or 
Christian  name  was  Agnes,  as  has  always  been  held  by  the 
family  and  as  is  proven  by  her  husband's  will,  a  copy  of  which 
the  writer  has,  but  it  has  been  impossible  to  learn  what  her 
maiden  surname  was*  Many  think  it  was  Edwards,  and  some  think 
it  was  Starr,  but  no  one  knows.  She  was  born  in  Ireland  in 
1?20  and  died  on  Fishing  Creek,  York  Co.,  S.C.,  June  28,  1813 ► 
Thus  it  seems  that  she  was  about  eight  years  older  than  her 
husband.  She  seems  to  have  been  quite  intelligent  and  active, 
probably  in  these  respects  superior  to  her  husband.  Persons 
now  living  have  heard  older  members  of  the  connection  speak 
of  her  as  having  "talked  Irish."  It  is  reported  of  her  that 
she  spun  flax  in  Ireland  and  made  the  money  to  send  a  brother 
to  America  and  to  help  pay  the  passage  of  herself  and  family 
when  they  at  a  little  later  period  came  over  from  Ireland, 
Regarding  the  ages  of  herself  and  husband,  there  is  some 
slight  evidence  that  he  was  the  older  of  the  two,  but  I  accept 
his  age  written  on  the  tombstone  as  correct,  and  thus  believe 
that  she  was  eight  years  his  senior." 

Coming  to  America 

"It  is  not  known  certainly  in  what  year  Archibald  Steele 
and  his  family  came  from. Ireland  to  America.  I  have  made 
diligent  effort  to  ascertain  the  time  of  their  coming,  but 
have  failed  as  to  the  exact  year,  I  mean  so  far  as  document¬ 
ary  evidence  is  concerned.  At  the  time  of  their  coming  the 
American  colonies  were  subject  to  British  rule,  and  conse¬ 
quently  no  kind  of  records  were  kept  of  emigrants  from  Scot¬ 
land  or  Ireland  to  America;  and  such  persons  were  not,  on 
reaching  this  country,  required  to  make  any  kind  of  "declara¬ 
tion"  as  to  their  intention  of  becoming  citizens,  which  might 
have  been  made  a  matter  of  record.  However,  it  is  practically 
certain  that  they  came  over  between  the  years  1764  and  1767." 

"The  obituary  of  their  youngest  son,  Robert,  who  was  my 
grandfather,  says  that  he,  Robert,  was  born  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  September  7*  1767.  So  they  were  in 
America  at  that  date." 

"A  woman  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  Workman,  who  after¬ 
ward  married  James,  fourth  son  of  Archibald  Steele  the  First, 
and  who  lived  to  an  old  age  and  died  in  York  County,  S.C., 
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used  to  tell  her  grandchildren  that  the  Steele  and  Workman 
families  came  from  Ireland  to  America  in  the  same  ship,  and 
that  she  was  just  old  enough  to  remember  seeing  the  people 
on  the  shore  waiving  a  farewell  to  those  on  the  ship  as  it 
sailed  away  from  America.  She  was  born  in  1759  or  1?60  and 
must  have  been  from  four  to  six  years  old  to  remember  this 
leave-taking.  This  indicates  that  they  did  not  come  to 
America  before  1764  or  1763.” 

"Again,  Robert  Jackson  Brunson,  a  great-grandson  of 
Archibald  and  Agnes  Steele,  has  in  his  possession  a  copy  of 
a  Presbyterian  Catechism  published  in  Belfast,  Ireland  in 
1764,  which  he  is  positive  that  Archibald  Steele  brought 
with  him  from  Ireland.  I  have  examined  the  book  and  have 
no  doubt  of  the  truth  of  the  tradition  concerning  it.  Now, 
as  Archibald  and  his  wife  were  Presbyterians  and  going  to 
a  new  and  far  off  country,  it  would  be  very  natural  for  him 
to  buy  that  new  catechism  before  leaving  Ireland.  That  was 
the  chief  denominational  book  for  the  common  people  of  the 
Presbyterian  faith  in  those  times.  As  it  was  not  published 
until  1764  and  he  brought  it  with  him  when  he  came,  he  almost 
certainly  did  not  leave  Ireland  earlier  than  1764;  and  as  he 
had  a  son  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1767,  we  know  that  he  came 
to  America  between  these  dates.  Further,  his  fourth  son, 

James,  was  born  in  1765.  Therefore  I  would  say  that  in  all 
probability  Archibald  and  family  sailed  from  Ireland  for 
America  in  1766.  They  probably  sailed  from  Belfast  or  Dublin 
and  landed  in  Philadelphia." 

"The  obituary  of  Robert,  their  youngest  son,  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  1852,  in  the  "Banner  of  Peace,"  a  church  paper, 
only  one  copy  of  which  now  exists,  so  far  as  I  know,  and 
which  is  on  file  in  the  library  of  Cumberland  University,  at 
Lebanon,  Term,  This  obituary  says,  that  they  moved  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  to  York  district  (now  York 
County),  S.C.  in  1772." 

"About  thirty  or  forty  Scotch  and  Irish  Presbyterian 
families  moved  from  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
about  that  time  and  settled  in  York  district,  in  the  locali¬ 
ties  now  known  as  the  Ebenezer  and  Bethesda  communities. 

Among  them  were  Steeles,  Starrs  and  Workmans,  all  from  Ireland." 

Archibald  Steele’s  Brothers 

"There  seems  to  be  a  pretty  well  authenticated  tradition 
that  Archibald  Steele  had  two  brothers  to  come  to  America  with 
him,  or  about  the  time  he  came.  They  probably  remained  in 
Pennsylvania  when  he  removed  to  South  Carolina.  No  one  now  is 
able  to  trace  the  family  relationship  between  our  family  and 
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any  of  the  numerous  Steele  families  of  Pennsylvania.  My 
father  used  to  speak  of  our  Steele  relations  in  Pennsylvania 
in  a  general  way,  but  indicating  that  there  was  no  doubt  in 
his  mind  as  to  the  fact,  although  he  never  explained  to  us 
just  how  the  families  were  related.  No  one  thought  to  ask 
him,’1 


"The  will  of  ’’Robert  Steele,  of  Pennsylvania”,  spoken 
of  elsewhere  indicates  that  one  of  his  brothers  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  died  childless.” 

"However,  when  I  consider  all  the  indications  that  I 
have  discovered,  I  feel  confident  that  Archibald  Steele  the 
First,  had  at  least  one  brother  in  Pennsylvania  who  left 
descendants 

”It  is  possible  that  this  brother  was  William. Steele, 
of  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  who  lived  there  before  Archibald  came 
over.  He  was  born  about  1708  and  died  1782.” 

”He  was  a  captain  of  a  "Home  Guard”  Company  during  the 
Indian  troubles  of  1756.  He  was  Scotch-Xrish  and  had  four 
sons.  You  will  notice  the  striking  similarity  of  the  given 
names  of  the  two  families.  First,  William  and  his  four  sons: 
John,  Archibald,  William  and  James;  and  second,  Archibald  and 
his  five  sons:  John,  Joseph,  William,  James  and  Robert.” 

”The  sons  of  the  Pennsylvania  William  Steele,  became 
somewhat  distinguished,  John  and  James  both  were  breveted 
brigadier  general  for  services  in  the  Revolutionary  war  and 
the  war  of  1812  respectively;  and  Archibald  and  William  were 
captains  In  the  Revolutionary  war.” 

”But  my  attempt  to  find  relationship  between  any  of  the 
Steeles  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  family  of  Archibald  Steele 
the  First,  have  failed.  The  time  has  been  too  long  and  the 
records  are  too  few.” 

CHAPTER  II  -  OUR  FAMILY  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA 

"Archibald  Steele  settled  in  York  District,  (now  County) 
South  Carolina,  just  southwest  of  and  near  Fishing  Creek 
proper,  not  far  from  what  is  now  known  as  Starr’s  Ford,  about 
one-half  or  a  mile  to  the  left  of  the  road  as  you  go  from 
Starr’s  Ford  toward  Bethesda  church.  The  old  Randolph  Rowell 
and  Martha  Steele  places  are  on  the  west  end  of  the  original 
Archibald  Steele  Settlement.  Mr.  John  Starr,  also  from  Ire¬ 
land,  settled  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  creek  near  Starr’s 
Ford,  just  where  there  is  now  a  thicket  of  black  locust  trees. 
Just  how  Archibald  Steele  acquired  the  land  that  we  know  he 
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afterwards  owned  and  lived  on  until  his  death,  there  are  no 
records  to  show.  The  probability  is,  that  he  leased  it  from 
the  Catawba  Indians,  who  at  that  time  owned  much  more  land 
in  that  county  than  they  do  now.  It  was  customary  for  sett¬ 
lers  to  lease  land  from  that  Indian  tribe  for  a  period  of 
ninety-nine  years,  paying  the  tribe  so  much  rent  per  year. 

The  Indians  as  a  tribe,  and  not  as  individuals,  owned  the 
land.  Many  years  after  this  the  state  government  made  a  deal 
with  the  tribe  by  which  the  government  assumed  the  perpetual 
payment  to  the  Indians  of  an  annual  amount  sufficient  to 
cover  all  the  rentals  that  these  settlers  had  been  paying. 
There  was  a  legal  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  that 
the  lands  then  leased  and  occupied  by  the  settlers,  should 
beoome  the  property  of  these  settlers.  This  is  what  I  gather 
from  a  study  of  the  records  and  local  traditions  in  York 
County.  I  may  not  be  quite  accurate  as  to  this  matter.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  quite  probable  that  our  immigrant  ancestor  leased 
his  land  from  the  Catawba  Indian  tribe.  The  records  there 
show  that  James  Steele,  son  of  Archibald,  leased  Indian  land 
at  a  later  date.” 

"There  are  still  a  few  of  this  tribe  living  on  a  small 
reservation  in  York  County,  S.C.,  and  they  still  draw  from 
that  state,  their  annuity  according  to  the  above  agreement. 

. . ,« 

CHAPTER  IV  -  THE  SOUTH  CAROLINA  STEELS  IN  THE  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR 


" .......  As  to  our  Steele  family  there  is  no  doubt  what¬ 
ever  about  their  being  in*  the  midst  of  the  "martial  fray"  in 
S.C.  in  1780  and  1781-2.  As  has  been  stated  they  settled  on 
Fishing  Creek,  York  District  (now  county)  in  1772.  Family 
tradition  has  always  been  perfectly  clear  that  four  of  Arch¬ 
ibald  Steele* s  sons  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  They 
were,  John,  Joseph,  William  and  James,  There  are  no  official 
records  In  the  war  office  in  Washington  or  in  the  State  House 
in  Columbia,  S.C.  to  show  this,  but  we  must  remember  that  the 
Revolutionary  War  records  of  S.C.  are  very  meager  in  the  war 
office  in  Washington,  and  there  is  only  one  small  book  of 
such  records  in  the  Capitol  of  S.C.  Nearly  all  such  state 
records  were  destroyed  during  Sherman* s  raid  through  S.C,  in 
1865." 

"In  1780  and  1781  when  the  horrors  of  war  raged  fiercest 
in  S.C.,  everything  was  in  confusion,  almost  chaos,  and  there 
was  little  effort  made  to  keep  records.  Great  numbers  of  the 
S.C.  soldiers  were  not  what  were  known  as  Continental  Troops 
-  that  is,  under  control  of  the  central- Continental  Government. 
Many  of  them  were  not  even  state  troops,  strictly  speaking, 
but  were  what  were  known  as  "partisan"  soldiers.  They 
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attached  themselves  to  a  Captain,  Colonel  or  General  of  their 
choice  and  furnished  their  own  clothing,  arms  and  horses.  Most 
of  this  class  of  soldiers  were  cavalrymen.  The  most  of  them 
were  entirely  without  training  as  soldiers,  but  they  were  hardy, 
active,  brave  and  patriotic  men,  and  accurate  shooters,  and 
they  made  effective  soldiers  for  the  kind  of  fighting  they  had 
to  adopt  against  the  British,  They  were  truly  volunteers  and 
independents,  especially  is  this  true  of  Gen.  Francis  Marion's 
famous  ’’brigade.'*  Marion  was  a  true,  noble  patriot,  and  he 
did  not  want  soldiers  except  those  who  were  willing  to  put  all 
on  the  altar  of  freedom,  and  fight  purely  for  love  of  liberty. 

He  bound  no  one  to  any  term  of  service,  so  that  every  soldier 
was  free  to  go  home  when  he  pleased.  His  idea  was  that  the 
best  soldiers  were  those  who  voluntarily  came  to  him  and  vol¬ 
untarily  staid  with  him.  With  a  band  of  that  kind  of  patriots 
he  was  almost  invincible.  Such  soldiers  were  the  four  Steele 
brothers.  Doubtless  all  four,  with  a  number  of  neighbor  boys 
and  men,  were  in  the  same  company,  and  Joseph  Steele  was  its 
captain..  It  is  a  clear  and  universal  family  tradition  that 
Joseph  was  a  captain  under  Marion,  but  probably  was  not  a 
soldier  more  than  three  or  four  years.  There  is  only  a  strong 
probability  that  their  father,  Archibald  Steele,  was  a  soldier. 
His  term  of  service  was  probably  for  a  few  weeks  or  months,  or 
just  when  the  hot  times  of  17S0  raged  in  his  part  of  the  state.” 

”Xt  was  quite  common  for  the  citizens  who  were  Whigs  - 
that  is,  sympathizers  with  the  American  cause,  to  join  the  in¬ 
dependent  partisan  companies  for  a  few  weeks  during  an  emer¬ 
gency.  Then  when  things  got  more  quiet  or  the  enemy  retired 
to  another  part  of  the  state,  they  would  go  back  to  their 
homes  which  often  had  been  despoiled  in  their  absence.” 

”Xn  17S0  Capt.  Joseph  Steele  was  not  more  than  twenty 
years  old  and  William,  the  youngest  of  the  four  brothers  then 
in  the  army,  was  just  fifteen.  John,  the  oldest  of  the 
brothers,  was  about  twenty- three •  Just  how  they  came  to  join 
Marion's  brigade  or  when,  no  one  knows,  Gen.  Thomas  Sumter 
usually  operated  nearer  their  home  than  did  Marion,  but  they 
went  to  Marion  and  their  reasons  for  going  to  him  were  doubt¬ 
less  natural  and  reasonable.” 

”We  know  that  they  were  all  in  one  company,  for  once 
when  their  command  was  surprised  and  scattered,  all  of  the 
brothers  were  separated  from  one  another,  and  each  feared 
that  the  others  had  been  killed  or  captured,  although  none 
of  them  had  met  with  either  misfortune.” 

”Doubtless  these  four  brothers  experienced  many  thrill¬ 
ing  adventures,  fought  in  many  small  battles  and  skirmishes 
and  had  narrow  escapes  from  death  or  capture,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately  we  have  little  knowledge  on  these  points.  I  attribute 
the  lack  of  family  tradition  about  these  matters  to  the  fact 
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that  all  of  these  brothers  died  comparatively  young  and  before 
their  children  were  old  enough  to  take  such  interest  in  his¬ 
toric  matters  as  to  remember  much  of  what  they  may  have  heard 
their  fathers  speakj  John  lived  the  longest  but  nearly  all 
of  his  posterity  are  lost  to  the  other  members  of  the  family.” 

CHAPTER  V  -  INTERESTING  INCIDENTS 

"Archibald  Steele  the  First,  our  ancestor,  was  once  cap¬ 
tured  by  the  British,  but  he  was  not  then  a  soldier.  He  and 
his  youngest  son,  Robert,  had  been  with  a  wagon  to  a  neigh¬ 
bor's  to  bring  home  a  hive  of  bees.  This  was  probably  early 
in  the  spring  of  1780.  As  they  drove  homeward  a  troop  of 
British  or  Tories  galloped  up  behind  them.  The  noise  of  the 
wagon  prevented  their  being  heard  until  they  were  close  to 
the  wagon.  When  young  Robert  saw  them  he  did  not  wait  to 
tell  his  father  or  ask  advice,  but,  springing  like  a  cat  from 
the  wagon,  he  escaped  into  the  woods  in  a  twinkling.  The  old 
gentleman,  his  team  and  bees  were  captured.  How  long  he  was 
kept  a  prisoner  no  one  knows,  but  probably  not  long.  The 
British  burned  his  house  in  that  year  or  in  1781  and  destroy¬ 
ed  almost  everything  he  had.  They  hated  him  and  his  wife  be¬ 
cause  they  had  four  sons  in  the  "Rebel  army”,  as  they  called 
the  noble  men  fighting  the  battles  of  human  freedom.” 

"The  band  of  British  who  burned  the  house  were  guided 
in  their  despicable  work  by  a  neighbor  named  Jonah  Byrd.” 

'KJr eat- grandmother  Agnes  Steele  had  several  fine  feather 
beds,  the  pride  of  her  home  and  joy  of  her  heart.  The  Brit¬ 
ish  to  spite  her,  brought  them  out  into  the  yard,  ripped  them 
open  and  scattered  the  feathers  all  over  the  yard,  "knee  deep” 
as  tradition  has  it.” 

"They  threatened  her  with  death  and  actually  put  a  rope 
around  her  neck  in  an  effort  to  extort  from  her  some  informa-' 
tion  concerning  the  whereabouts  of  her  husband  and  soldier- 
sons.  Of  course  they  got  no  such  information  from  her.  She 
was  not  that  sort  of  a  woman.” 

"But  they  burned  the  house,  first  taking  out  many  of  the 
kitchen  utensils,  probably  with  the  expectation  of  using  them 
in  their  camp.  It  is  said  that  Archibald  the  First,  was  not 
at  home  when  his  house  was  burned." 

"He  had  sometime  before  volunteered  as  a  soldier  and  was 
at  that  moment  with  a  small  company  of  patriot  troops  not  far 
away.  Hearing  of  the  plundering  and  burning  they  gave  the 
British  such  a  hot  chase  that  the  latter  became  alarmed  and 
threw  their  stolen  booty  into  a  "deep  hole"  in  Fishing  Creek 
which  ran  near  by.  That  "deep  hole"  was  for  many  years 
pointed  out  to  the  younger  generations  of  York  county  Steeles." 
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”The  articles  which  were  thrown  into  the  creek  were 
various  kinds  of  earthen-ware  vessels,  pewter  milk-basins 
and  iron  pot-racks.” 


The  Old  Chain  Pot-Rack. 

»I  have  now  in  my  possession  one  of  those  identical  pot- 
racks  that  went  into  that  deep  hole  in  Fishing  Creek  that  day 
and  thereby  hangs  a  tale.  In  those  days  there  were  no  such 
thing  as  a  cooking  stove  at  all.  The  cooking  was  done  in  the 
open  fire  place  and  on  the  hearth.  The  fire-place  and  chimney 
were  large.  Across  the  chimney  several  feet  above  the  hearth 
was  a  pole  of  wood  or  rod  cf  iron,  A  pot-rack  was  often  a 
short  chain  of  round  links  with  a  large  hook  at  each 
hook  was  hooked  over  the  pole  above,  the  other  hook  swinging 
lust  above  the  fire.  The  lower  hook  could  be  inserted  into 
any  of  the  round  links  of  the  chain,  thus  regulating  the 
heighth  of  the  hook  from  the  fire  below.  On  this  lower  hook 
were  hung  pots  and  kettles  in  which  food  was  boiled,  y 

two  or  three  pot-racks  of  the  same  or  different  patterns  hung 
in  each  kitchen  chimney.  There  were  ”pot-racks  not  of  the 
chain  pattern,  but  the  one  of  which  I  write  was  a  chain  of 
round  links.  So  on  that  ”black  day”  great  grandmother  Agnes 
pot-racks  went  into  old  Fishing  Creek  t®  keep  company  with 
many  other  old  acquaintances  in  the  shape  of  articles  from 
the  kitchen.  These  strange  newcomers  doubtless  served  as 
” scare  crows”  to  the  fish  of  that  old  creek  for  many  months. 

”But  the  day  of  their  redemption  drew  nigh.  When  the 
war  was  overhand  the  cause  of  freedom  triumphed,  the  ory, 
Jonah  Byrd,  had  the  hardihood,  the  cheek,  the  brass,  to  dare 
to  come  back  to  live  in  that  community  where  he  had  led  his 
fellow  Tories  and  the  British  dragoons  in  their  plundering 
and  burning  raids.  This  was  an  impudent  and  risky  thing  to 
do.  The  Steele  boys  had  been  away  from  home  fighting  ior 
their  state  and  freedom  -  for  their  homes  and  firesides. 

Their  mother  had  remained  at  home  almost  alone  and  defense¬ 
less.  Jonah  Byrd  had  aided  in  burning  that  mothers  anly 
house  and  robbing  her  of  even  her  cooking  vessels.  The  situa- 
tion  was  more  than  the  Steele  boys  would  permit.  So  one  morn¬ 
ing  Joseph  took  his  old  army  sword  and  went  over  to  interview 
Jonah  Byrd.  Capt.  Joseph  Steele  was  a  soldier  hardened  by  the 
experiences  of  a  bitter,  partisan  war,  and  made  more  desperate 
bv  the  black,  bare  desolation  of  the  home  of  his  aged  father 
and  mother.  He  called  Byrd  out  and  told  him  that  he  had  come 
to  kill  him,  and  that  was  his  Intention.  The  coward  fell  on 
his  knees  and  begged  and  prayed  that  his  life  might  be  spared. 
The  poor  fellows1  wife  and  children  screamed  their  prayers  in 
unison  with  his.  The  sword  was  raised  several  times  as  if  It 
was  meant  to  kill  the  cringing  Tory,  but  as  it  came  down  the 
weapon  was  so  turned  that  the  flat  side  instead  of  its  e  ge 
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struck  the  poor  fellow.  Cnpt.  Steele  finally  agreed  that  if 
Byrd  would  promise  to  leave  the  country  in  twenty  days  and 
also  go  with  him  to  Fishing  Creek  and  get  out  his  mothers 
cooking  utensils,  he  would  not  kill  him.  These  conditions 
were  gladly  accepted  by  Byrd.” 

”1  am  not  sure  how  Capt.  Steele  knew  about  the  things 
being  in  the  creek,  or  that  at  first  he  knew  anything  of  that 
at  all.  I  suppose  that  the  Tory  early  in  that  dramatic  inter¬ 
view  told  him  where  they  were  and  expressed  a  willingness  to 
get  them  for  him-  It  was  a  cold  day  in  the  winter  of  1781-2. 
The  creek  was  frozen  over.  Byrd  broke  the  ice  and  got  out 
many  articles.  He  had  to  dive  under  the  water  for  them,  for 
it  was  a  pretty  ’’deep  hole”  into  which  they  had  thrown  them. 
Ever  since  Byrd’s  diving  that  place  has  been  known  as  a  ’’deep 
hole  in  Fishing  Creek.”  . ” 


ARCHIBALD. STEELE  (6-40);  b.  C1728;  d.  Oct,  28,  180$ 

Archibald  Steele  was  born,  possibly  in  Scotland,  but 
probably  in  England  of  Scotch  parentage,  about  1728:  migrated 
to  Dublin,  Ireland,  where  he  married  Agnes  Edwards  (6-41) 
about  1757.  She  was  born  1720,  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  tut  was 
Scotch.  They  came  to  America  probably  in  1766  and  settled 
first  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa,  In  1772  they  removed  to  York 
District,  (now  York  Co.)  S.C.  where  he  died  28th  October, 1805 
and  she  died  28th  June  1813.  Archibald  Steele  is  buried  in 
the  Bethesda  Church  Cemetery,  York  Co.,  S.C. 

In  Chapter  VI  -  Biographical  Sketches,  appears  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

”In  addition  to  what  has  been  said  of  Archibald  Steele 
elsewhere  in  this  book  I  may  add  that  I  am  satisfied  that  he 
was  a  religious  and  moral  man.  There  is  no  documentary  evi¬ 
dence  of  this  but  there  is  a  trustworthy  woman,  now  living, 
who  knew  his  son  Robert  well  for  years.  She  tells  me  that 
she  has  heard  Robert  (who  was  my  grandfather)  say  that  he  had 
always  and  still  desired  to  be  as  good  a  man  as  his  father 
Archibald,  was.  We  know  that  Robert  was  a  man  of  high  moral 
and  religious  character.  Hence,  I  have  no  doubt  that  Archi¬ 
bald  was  a  religious  man,  a  member  of  and  probably  a  ruling 
elder  in  old  Bethesda  church  near  his  old  home  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  He  was  a  Presbyterian,  as  have  been  nearly  all  his 
descendants  since.”

CAPT.  JOSEPH  STEELE  (5-20)-;  b.  1760;  d.  Aug,  28,  1795 

In  Chapter  VI  -  Biographical  Sketches,  appears  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

"Captain  Joseph  was  the  second  son  of  Archibald  Steele 
the  First,  and  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1760.  He  was  the  most 
prominent  of  the  five  brothers,  and,  as  elsewhere  shown,  he 
was  a  captain  of  a  company  of  cavalry  under  General  Marion, 
in  the  Revolutionary  war." 

"He  married  Rebecca  Anderson  and  left  six  children:  John, 
William,  Archibald,  Samuel,  Jane  and  Alexander,  He  died  Aug. 
28,  1795,  of  malarial  fever  then  rife  on  Fishing  Creek.  His 
children  all  married  and  raised  families  and  the  most  of  their 
descendents  are  now  living  in  York  County,  S.C.,  except  those 
of  Alexander  who  moved  to  Neshobo  County,  Miss.,  in  I846,  and 
the  most  of  whose  descendants  now  live  in  Texas.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  go  into  further  details  here,  as  all  of  Joseph* s 
descendants  appear  in  the  genealogical  department  of  this  his¬ 
tory.  There  are  more  of  them  than  any  other  branch  of  our 
family."  . 
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The  will  of  Capt.  Joseph  Steele  (5-20)  is  given  in 
Appendix  B.  Rebecca  Anderson  was  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Jane  (Neely)  Anderson.  She  was  living  in  1795  when  Capt. 
Joseph  Steele  wrote  his  will.  Samuel  Anderson,  possibly  a 
brother  of  Rebecca  was  named  as  co-executor  of  Capt.  Joseph 
Steele1 s  will.

Also  I  allow  my 
said  wife  to  have  the  full  use  8c  Benefit  of  a  Negro  Boy  named 
George  without  any  interruption  or  molestation  in  anything 
hereby  given  to  my  s’d  Wife  during  as  aforesaid  that  is  her 
Natural  Life,  and  at  her  decease  the  s’d  Negro  boy  I  allow  & 
bequeath  him  ^o  my  grandson  John  Steel  (son  of  Joseph)  and  the 
remainder  of  what  is  bequeathed  to  my  said  wife  I  allow  at  her 
decease  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  present  surviving 
children,  John,  William,  James  &  Robert  Steel  or  their  heirs 
to  enjoy  the  same  for  Ever.

Item  I  Give  and  Bequeath  to  my  son  James  Steel  one  feather 
bed  and  furniture,  &  the  sum  of  Thirteen  po’ds  Ten  Shillings 
sterling  money  of  s’d  State  which  sum  of  money  is  to  be  paid  in 
Property  (in  the  way  and  manner  as  directed  for  my  son  John)  in 
two  years  after  my  decease  &  the  Bed  and  furniture  delivered  at 
my  wifes  decease. 

Item  my  further  Will  and  Desire  is  to  make  my  two  sons 
William  &  Robert  Steel  equal  sharers  in  the  survey  of  Land  I 
now  live  on  which  contains  350  acres,  and  on  acco’t  of  the 
natural  convenience  not  admitting  of  the  equal  division  to 
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be  made  in  the  Land  it  must  be  done  in  the  Valuation  of  the 
same  which  value  may  be  made  either  between  my  s’d  two  Sons 
if  they  can  agree  if  not  by  any  two  Judicious  men  chosen  by

Margaret  Richardson,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Lose) 
Richardson,  was  born  on  Mar.  13,  1807.  She  was  a  member  of 
Trinity  Church  Parish  .  (Episcopalian)  and  attended  one  of  the 
Parish  churches  on  Mott  Street,  now  in  Chinatown,  New  York  City. 
Later  the  Trinity  Church  Parish  sold  this  church,  and  it  became 
The  Transfiguration  Church  (Catholic),  29  Mott  St.,  New  York, 

N.  Y.,  According  to  Trinity  Church  Parish  Baptismal  Records, 

New  York  City,  she  was  baptized  Eeb.  21,  1810.  She  was  re¬ 
baptized  in  the  Cathol5.c  church,  Jan.  20,  1828,  and  was  then 
20  years,  10  months  old. 

Margaret  Richardson  was  married  in  The  Transfiguration 
Church  on  Dec.  29,  1830,  by  Rev.  Felix  Varala,  to  William 
Byford  Edwards  (4-0),  son  of  John  and  Catharine  (Byford)  Edwards 
of  Philadelphia. 

William  Byford  Edwards  died  May  10,  1869  (See  EDWARDS 
FAMILY)  and  Margaret  (Richardson)  Edwards  was  named  as  the 
executrix  of  his  will.  In  1870  the  widow  Edwards  was  living 
at  the  corner  of  39th  &  Elm  Sts.,  Phila, 

She  died  Dec.  28,  1872  in  Phila.,  leaving  a  will  dated 
Dec.  24,  1872,  mentioning  her  two  daughters  and  also  her  son 
William  Edwards.  Her  will  was  proved  Jan.  14,  1873.  She  was 
buried  in  Cathedral  Cemetery,  Phila.,  Pa.

This  John  Richardson  died  Mar.  5,  1821,  ae  69  and 
was  buried  in  Trinity  Churchyard,  according  to  burial 
records  of  Parish  of  Trinity  Churchyard,  New  York,  and 
according  to  his  death  certificate  was  born  in  England. 
According  to  his  will,  dated  Dec.  16,  1818,  and  probated 
Mar.  21,  1821  (Liber  56  of  Wills,  page  523,  New  York 
County,  N.Y. ),  he  was  a  merchant  residing  at  143  William 
St.,  N.  Y. ,  had  a  wife  Sophia,  and  three  children:  John 
Richardson,  Junior,  of  New  York  City,  merchant;  Jane 
Sophia,  wife  of  Cornelius  Oakley  of  New  York  City, 
tobaccohist;  Mary,  wife  of  Martin  Tooker. 

Also,  pertaining  to  this  John  Richardson,  wife  Sophia, 
a  tombstone  in  Trinity  Churchyard  records  the  death  of 
"John  West  Richardson,  son  of  John  and  Sophia  Richardson, 
died  December  19th  1800  aged  5  months.” 

The  only  other  burial  records  in  the  name  of  John 
Richardson  in  the  19th  century  in  Parish  of  Trinity  Church 
were:

The  Hauek1 s  were  probably  of  German  descent. 

George  Hauck  (5-6);  b,  Dec.  1738;  d.  Jun,  27,  1819 

George  Hauck,  of  Cocalico  Township,  Lancaster  Co,,  Penna, , 
was  a  yeoman,  and  dealt  in  fine  horses.  He  was  born  in  Dec,  1738, 
but  it  is  not  known  whether  he  was  born  in  America  or  not. 

During  the  Revolution  in  the  years  1781  and  1782,  he  served 
in  the  6th  Co,,  of  the  3rd  Battalion  of  Lancaster  Co,,  under 
Captain  Michael  Oberlie,  as  a  private,  2nd  Class,  as  shown  by 
the  following  excerpts  from  the  5th  Series  Pa.  Archives,  Vol.  7> 
Lancaster  Co:

The  Penna.  Census  for  1790,  page  128,  lists  George  Houcke, 
Cocalico  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.  as  follows:  Free  white  males 
of  16  yrs.  and  upwards,  including  heads  of  families  -  1;  free 
white  males  under  16  yrs„  of  age  -  3;  free  white  females  in¬ 
cluding  heads  of  families  -  4. 

He  was  married  several  times,  marrying  his  third  wife, 
Susanna  Frank,  Oct.  10,  1805.  The  names  of  his  first  two  wives 
are  not  known. 

Before  his  marriage  to  Susanna  Frank,  he  made  a  marriage 
contract  with  her  allowing  her  75  Pds.  of  furniture,  a  ”£ood 
dwelling  house  and  stable  with  a  garden  and  2  acres  of  land 
near  the  same”  together  with  supplies  and  a  cash  allowance  of 
7  Pds.  10S,  yearly  in  the  event  of  his  death.  (See  Appendix  A). 
His  third  wife,  Susanna  Frank  (Family  5-7),  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Christiana  Frank  of  Warwick  Township  bore  him  three  children 
David,  Christiana  and  Barbara,  making  twenty-one  in  all.  Four¬ 
teen  of  these  children  were  living  in  1819  when  he  died  and 
divided  a  legacy  of  over  $15,000. 

In  George  Hauck* s  will  (See  Appendix  B) ,  which  he  made  on 
Jun.  25,  1819,”  less  than  a  month  before  he  died,  he  gave  to  his 
wife  Susanna,  ”all  the  house  and  lot  of  5  acres  which  I  lately 
purchased  •••  which  I  have  given  to  her  in  lieu  of  widow  seat 
to  which  she  is  entitled  by  marriage  contract.  All  the  remain¬ 
der  to  be  divided  among  my  14  children.”  His  brother-in-law 
John  Frank  of  Warwick  Township  was  made  one  of  the  executors. 

He  died  Jun.  27,  1819,  and  his  will  was  proved  Jul,  29,  1819* 

Shortly  after  George  Hauck* s  death,  Susanna  Hauck,  widow, 
released  her  dower  on  Jul,  19,  1819,  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  to  her  of  300Pds.  to  George  Hauck* s  children,  in  a 
document  dated  Jul.  19,  1819.  The  three  children  by  Susanna 
Frank  were  minors  at  the  time.  (See  Appendix  C) . 

On  May  22,  1828,  in  a  Release  of  Legacy,  Appendix  D,  the 
legatees  acknowledged  that  they  had  received  their  inheritance. 
”Christiana  Zug”  is  listed  as  one  of  the  children  signing  the 
document. 

George  and  Susanna  Hauck  were  buried  in  a  cemetery  in 
Sohnaneck  (pronounced  shay  neck) .

w Abraham  Kurtz  arrived  in  America,  at  Philadelphia,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  December  3,  1740,  on  the  ship  ’’Robert  and  Alice’*, 

Walter  Goodman,  Captain,  from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes  in  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  England.  He  made  his  first  settlement  in  Berks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Shillington.  He  had  two  sons  by  his 
first  wife  .... 

’’Abraham  Kurtz,  the  Pioneer,  purchased  a  farm  in  Salisbury 
Township,  east  of  Pequa  Church  ..  from  John  Williamson,  on  the 
31st  day  of  July,  1767.  The  contract  is  witnessed  byWilliam 
Wallace  and  Anthony  Ellmaker  (my  great  uncle) .  On  this  farm  is 
the  Kurtz  graveyard.

"After  Abraham  Kurtz1  (pioneer)  first  wife  died,  he 
visited  Germany  and  married  Barbara  Bollinger.  He  had  eight 
children  with  his  second  wife.  His  oldest  son  to  second  wife 
was  Abraham,  Jr.  He  married  Barbara  Ritter.  He  was  born  July 
5,  1753,  died  on  the  original  homestead  in  Berks  County,  Sept¬ 
ember  21,  1831.  Abraham  Kurtz,  Pioneer,  and  his  second  wife 
returned  from  Germany  to  America,  September  15 »  1749 ,  in  the 
ship  "Phoenix".  He  had  several  children  who  died  in  infancy 
before  this  Abraham,  Jr.  was  born  1753. 

"His  next  child  was  Barbara  Kurtz,  who  married  Henry  Zook. 
They  lived  in  Whiteland,  Chester  County.  He  died  while  on  a 
visit  to  his  brother,  Abraham  Zook,  at  Eden,  Lancaster  County, 
February  21,  1826,  and  was  first  buried  in  the  Zook  family . 
graveyard  at  Eden.  In  later  years  (with  others  of  the  family) 
was  interred  in  the  Lancaster  Cemetery  in  Lancaster  City.

"Abraham  Kurtz*  (the  pioneer)  second  daughter,  Maria  Kurtz, 
married  Abraham  Zook,  brother  of  Henry  Zook  (before  mentioned). 
They  married  sisters.  Abraham  lived  on  a  large  traot  of  land 
along  the  Conestoga  Creek,  east  of  Eden.  .... 


"Note:  Abraham  Kurtz  crossed  the  ocean  to  Germany  three  times, 
twice  as  mentioned  above,  the  last  time  was  sent  for  to  bring 
Amish  settlers  (he  belonging  to  the  same  persuasion)  over  to 
America  to  enjoy  religious  liberty  which  was  denied  them  in  their 
homeland  in  Germany,  where  they  were  persecuted  for  their  laith. 
Among  them  we  find  the  names  of  Stoltzfuss,  Zook,  Lapp,  etc. 

They  first  settled  in  Berks  County  and  Lancaster  County.’

According  to  the  conclusions  of  Mrs,  Michael  (Bertha 
Edwards)  McGeehan,  Barbara  Bollinger  was  Abraham  Kurtz1 2 3 4  first 
wife,  since  she  states  that  Catherine  was  his  wife  at  the  time 
of  his  death  in  1782.  Whether  Barbara  (Bollinger)  Kurtz  was^ 
his  first  or  second  wife,  there  seems  to  have  been  a  later  wife 
Catherine. 

However,  in  a  Deed,  June  176?>  Abraham  Kurtz  and  his  wife 
Barbara  sold  land  to  their  son  Christian.  Record  Book  Y  -  P.

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hundred  pounds  in  specie  payable  in  certain  gales  according 
to  contract  and  when  the  said  money  is  all  paid  and  dis¬ 
charged  then  my  executors  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of 
them  shall  execute  and  deliver  unto  my  said  son  Abraham,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  a  good  and  sufficient  title  or  deed  of 
enfeoffment  for  the  said  last  described  tract  of  land  &.  pre¬ 
misses  afore  .

The  Historical  and  Biographical  Annals  of  Berks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  compiled  by  Morton  L.  Montgomery  (Chicago,  1909), 
Vol.'ll,  p,  806,  gives  the  following  in  a  Biographical  sketch  of 
George  K.  Linderman,  ex-county-commissioner  of  Berks  Co.,  of 
Robeson  Township,  born  in  Union  Township,  Berks  Co.,  in  1846, 
son  of  William  and  Mary  Ann  (Lloyd)  Linderman,  grandson  of  John 
and  Mary  (Ridge)  Linderman,  and  great-grandson  of  Conrad  and 
Martha  (Peters)  Lindermans 

"The  Linderman  family  is  one  of  the  oldest  upon  record  in 
Pennsylvania,  it  being  recorded  that  Jacob  von  Linderman  came  to 
America  in  1710  with  his  two  sons,  Henry  and  Samuel,  and  settled 
in  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.  Samuel  Linderman,  from  whom  George  is 
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descended,  had  one  son  John  and  two  daughters,  Mary  and 
Elizabeth. 

"John  Linderman,  son  of  Samuel,  married  and  among  his 
children  were  two  sons,  Conrad  and  Frederick,  both  of  whom 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  latter  holding  the  rank 
of  sergeant. 

"Conrad  Linderman,  great-grandfather  of  George  K.  removed 
from  Montgomery  Co.,  Pa.,  in  1730,  and  settled  in  Douglas  Twp., 
Berks  Co,,  where  he  purchased  a  small  property  and  this  he 
cultivated  all  of  his  active  period.  He  died  in  13  21  (grave¬ 
stone  inscription  154  1)  at  the  age  of  66  years.  He  and  his 
wife  had  eleven  children  . "

GENERAL 


The  following  account  of  the  Taylor  Family  is  taken  from 
wSome  Temple  Pedigrees  -  A  Genealogy  of  the  Known  Descendants 
of  Abraham  Temple,  Who  Settled  in  Salem,  Mass,  in  1636"  by 
Levi  Daniel  Temple,  Boston,  1900;  and  is  given  as  a  footnote 
on  pages  26l  and  262. 

"NOTE  ON  TAYLOR  FAMILY 

Abiah  Taylor  of  Didcott  In  Berkshire,  England,  had  two 
sons,  Abiah  and  Joseph,  who  came  to  Chester  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  Abiah,  Jr,,  married  Deborah  Gearing  in  1694,  at 
Farington  Meeting.  About  the  year  1702  they  settled  in  East 
Bradford.  He  built  a  house  of  brick  (now  known  as  the  "old 
brick  house")  in  1724;  it  was  Washington1 s  headquarters  and 
has  lately  been  bought  by  the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution  to 
be  preserved.

Joseph  Taylor,  son  of  Abiah  of  Didcott,  England,  married 
4-16-1700,  Elizabeth  Haines  of  Harwell  in  the  same  county. 

They  came  to  Pennsylvania  in  1708  and  in  1711  purchased  705 
acres  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  Brandywine,  and  later 
103  acres  adjoining. 

Their  daughter  Hannah  married  William  Temple,  1-18-1725.” 


The  following  is  taken  from  "The  Brinton  Genealogy"  - 
by  Janette  Wright  Schoonover  -  1924,  page  158: 

"Joseph  Taylor,  son  of  Abiah  and  Alice  Taylor  of 
Didcott  in  Berkshire  was  married  March  16,  1700  to 
Elizabeth  Haines  of  Harwell  in  that  county,  and  in  1708 
came  to  Penna.,  with  his  family.  In  1711  he  purchased 
from  Benjamin  Chambers  705  acres  of  land  on  the  west  side 
of  Brandywine,  extending  from  a  little  above  the  forks  to 
a  point  about  midway  between  the  present  Lenape  and 
Pocopson  stations.  It  was  then,  in  Kennett  Township, 
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but  by  a  division  of  that,  fell  into  Pennsbury  in  1775, 
and  into  Pocopson  in  1849*  This  land  was  divided  among 
his  three  sons,  Richard,  Joseph  and  Jeremiah,  but  the 
early  death  of  the  latter  prevented  him  from  rcoeiving 
his  share.  Joseph  Taylor  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  by 
deed  of  February  15,  1737,  for  L350,  conveyed  this  part 
to  John  Brinton  of  Birmingham.  It  contained  219  acres 
and  54  perches.  The  house  stands  on  the  brow  of  the 
hill  above  Lenape  station  and  it  may  be  that  a  part  of 
it  was  built  by  Joseph  Taylor  but  more  probably  by  John 
Brinton  who  certainly  lived  in  it.  Some  years  ago,  there 
were  some  frame  annexes  to  the  northeast,  which  have  been 
cleared  away.

Abiah  Taylor  of  Did cot t,  in  Berkshire,  England,  had  sons 
Abiah  and  Joseph,  and  perhaps  other  children.  The  son  Abiah 
m.  2/18/1694,  Deborah  Gearing,  daughter  of  John  Gearing,  of 
Stanford  in  the  vale,  in  the  County  of  Berks.  According  to 
tradition  he  made  several  voyages  to  America  before  he  finally 
settled  in  this  country.  About  1702,  he  settled  in  East 
Bradford  Township,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  and  in  1724  built  a 
brick  house  there  which  is  still  standing.  His  marriage  cer¬ 
tificate,  on  parchment,  is  preserved  by  his  descendants. 

Joseph  Taylor,  son  of  Abiah  Taylor,  of  Didcott,  Berk¬ 
shire,  England,  was  bound  apprentice  to  Edward  Weston  of 
Harwell,  in  the  same  county,  carpenter,  for  seven  years  from 
June  10,  1699.  He  was  doubtless  of  age  at  this  time,  but 
thought  best  to  learn  the  trade  with  a  view  to  emigration  to 
America.  He  married,  March  16,  1700,  Elizabeth  Haines  of 
Harwell, 

At  Concord  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  Penna, ,  2  mo.  6, 
1708:  ’’Joseph  Taylor,  late  of  old  England,  appeared  at  this 

meeting  and  produced  a  certificate  from  friends  there  which 
shows  that  he  was  in  unity  to  the  satisfaction  of  this 
meeting,” 

By  deed  of  Nov,  16,  1711,  he  purchased  from  Benjamin 
Chambers  of  Philadelphia,  a  tract  of  705  acres  on  the  west 
side  of  Brandywine  Creek  in  what  is  now  Pocopson  Township, 
Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  extending  from  a  little  above  the  forks 
of  the  creek  to  a  point  about  midway  between  Lenope  and 
Pocopson  stations.  It  was  then  in  Kennett  Township,  but  by 
a  division  became  a  part  of  Pennsbury  in  1725  and  of 
Pocopson  in  1849. 

By  deed  of  Feb,  12,  1718-9,  he  purchased  from  Ezekiel 
Harlan,  50  acres,  adjoining  the  other  to  the  westward, 

April  2,  1724,  he  purchased  from  Isaac  Taylor,  of  Thornbury, 
103  acres,  nearby,  on  Pocopson  Creek  where  he  erected  a  mill, 
Jan.  18th,  1728,  he  bought  147  acres,  connecting  the  first 
and  last  purchases,  and  April  10,  1735  obtained  another 
hundred  acres  from  Ruth  Harlan,  widow  of  Ezekiel,  He  now 
had  1105  acres  on  the  west  side  of  Brandywine,  besides  26 
acres  on  the  east  side  of  Lenope  Station, 

This  land  he  divided  among  his  sons,  but  Jeremiah  dieing 
without  receiving  a  deed  for  his  portion,  his  father  conveyed 
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it  (195  acres)  to  John  Brinton,  Peb.  15,  1737.  After  giving 
up  the  farming  to  his  sons  he  became  a  merchant,  or  store¬ 
keeper,  and  at  his  death  the  inventory  of  his  property  amounted 
to  L2322. 

Elizabeth  Taylor  died  6th  month  (Aug.)  21,  1743>  and  her 
■husband  on  the  30th  of  3  d.  month  (May)  about  2  o’clock  in 
the  morning  1744.
